SAil  FR^wISOO,  June  8  An  output  of  25  billion  pounds  of  meat  for 

1944  v;as  predicted  yesterday  in  Chicago  by  H,  E,  Reed,  1-fFA  Livestock  and 
Keats  Chief,  in  reviev/ing  the  operations  of  the  V/ar  Meat  Board  on  its  first  ' 
years  anniversary,    "This  should^  make  i t  possible  for  all  wartime  mes^f  nebd's 
to  be  reasonably  vrell  met,"  he  said,  but  pointed  out  that  the  physical  job  of 
marketing,  slaughtering,  processing  and  distributing  this  huge  supply  is  and 
v/ill  continue  to  be  extremely  difficult. 

During  the  day  letters  commending  the  operations'  of  the  board  were  -rec- 
eived from  I^iarvin  Jones,  WA  Director,  Brig.  G-eneral  Carl  A'»  Hard! gg,-  head  of 
Army  Q^^IC,  and  Chester  Bowles,  OPA  head.  ■ " 

G-overnment  procurement  of  meat  is  now  functioning  smoothly  to  obtain  all 
necessary  war  sup  lies  vrith  minimum  disruption  of  civilian  distribution  and 
supplies.  Reed  said. 

"A  year  ago,"  Reed,  Board  Chairman,  disclosed  "The  Armed- Services  were 
unable  to  procure  their  current  beef  requirements,  and  found  it  difficult  to 
obtain  overseas  hams  and  semi -boneless  pork  loins."    Shipment  of ■  meat -to  lend 
lease  recipients,  territories  and  other  war  claimants  was  aJsb  behind  schedule, 
v/hile  civilian  supplies  were  also  very  tight,  Reed  stated.     •  -v 

"In  contrast  today,"  he  contintied,  "The  Armed  Services  have  not  only  been 
able  to  meet  current  requirements,  but  also  have  built  up  necessary  seasonal 
reserves.    TJFA  Office  of  Distribution  is  meeting  ship:;ing  commitments  on 
shcedule  and  has  reserves  of  certain  items.    Civilian  supplies  are  novi  avail- 
able to  all  sections  of  the  country  in  amounts  nearly  equal  to  very  high 
demands."
